TOURISTS and locals are set to benefit from more re¬ 
liable bus travel between Axminster and Bridport 
and beyond, it has been claimed. 

But buses will only go as far as Dorchester and the 
last buses in and out of Axminster are an hour earlier 
than was the case with the previous timetable. 

Bus operator First has introduced a new timetable, 
the main difference being much improved Sunday 
services.lt is also hoped the changes will make life 
easier for passengers using the bus to connect with 
trains at Axminster (and Dorchester). 

Under the previous timetable, particularly during 
summer, delays were frequent and made the bus an 
unreliable option for connecting train passengers. 

The new timetable came into effect on Sunday May 
25th and is valid up to and including Saturday Sep¬ 
tember 27th.Service 31 has been renamed X31 and is 
based on a Monday to Sunday timetable as opposed 
to the previous concept of a Monday to Saturday one 
plus a separate Sunday timetable. 

The major difference is the fact that Sunday serv¬ 
ices will, in effect, become hourly and earlier.

Parish roads concern 

COLYTON parish councillors have complained that 
Devon County Council is not taking enough action 
on highways issues in the town due to budget con¬ 
straints. 

At a recent Colyton Parish Council meeting, mem¬ 
bers said that they were constantly told that the 
county council did not have enough funds to repair 
and improve safety on roads, after a number of 
highways-related issues were raised by members of 
the public. 

Problems ranging from potholes and poor road 
surfaces to overgrown grass verges and dangerous 
parking were raised by members of the public at¬ 
tending the meeting, and in emails and letters re¬ 
ceived beforehand. 


ANOTHER full house in expected at Seaton Town Hall 
tonight (Tuesday) when the town council meet to 
discuss the plan by McCarthy & Stone to build 43 re¬ 
tirement apartments on the Seaton regeneration 
site. 

In the first of their new schedule of meetings which 
sees the council move away from holding their full 
council meeting on the second Tuesday of every 
month, tonight’s meeting has been switched to the 
main hall because a large crowd of residents are ex¬ 
pected to attend. 

There is growing disatisfaction in the town over the 
plan to build the retirement apartments on the site 
adjacent to Tesco rather than the expected 100- 
room hotel, as originally planned. 

One councillor is expected to claim that Seaton has 
been “stitched up” by East Devon District Council, 
the planning authority, and Tesco over broken prom¬ 
ises for the development 
of the regeneration site. 

Two hundred houses 
are also planned for the 
site but the town council 
was up in arms when it 
was revealed that none 
of these would be af¬ 
fordable homes. 

Whilst there is an ac¬ 
ceptance that the pro¬ 
posed Jurassic Coast 
Centre, also planned for 
the site, will bring more 
people into the town, 
some traders are still 
sceptical about the sit¬ 
ing of such a facility. 

One motion that will go 
before tonight’s meeting 
will come from district 
councillor and former 
mayor Peter Burrows, 
who will move: “This 
council inform East 
Devon District Council 
that Seaton wishes to 
see a growing vibrant 
town with an opportu¬ 
nity for business to ex¬ 
pand. This will not be 
achieved if we continue 
to allow more homes, 
specifically for older 
people, being built."

itics, though I doubt he will hang on to that claim at 
the General Election when they won’t have the ad¬ 
vantage of proportional representation to assist 
their cause. 

They are not, and will never be, a party capable 
of forming a Government but they will inflict 
greater influence in the years to come. 

In East Devon UKIP, incredibly, amassed 14,425 
votes, pushing the Tories into second place with 
(13,647), followed by the Greens (4,975), Labour 
(3,623) and the Lib Dems, so strong on the ground 
in these parts, (3,085). 

The Lib Dems, of course, are claiming they have 
suffered so badly by being in Government, with 
their long serving MEP Graham Watson losing his 
seat, and taking the brunt of the anti-Euro vote. 

Whenever a major party takes a kicking they al¬ 
ways come back with the retort: “We will listen and 
change”. They rarely do. 

We often say of politicians “they just don’t get it”, 
but am I being blissfully naive in thinking this 
might just be the watershed in British politics that 
is long overdue; the one seismic event that redraws 
the political map for a fairer and more balanced so¬ 
ciety? Should we be thanking Nigel Farage rather 
than demonising him?

HONITON 

Cash is available 
for A303 upgrade 

HONITON MP Neil Parish has reassured local traders 
and commuters that money will be made available 
to fund improvements to the A303/A30 - and there 
are further plans in the pipeline to improve transport 
links between Honiton and the rest of the country. 

Speaking at a meeting of Honiton Chamber of 
Commerce recently, Mr Parish said he was expect¬ 
ing Government cash to be set aside for the project 
in the autumn of this year with proposals made for 
the work to start. 

Calls for the frequently congested road to be up¬ 
graded go back more than 20 years - and campaign¬ 
ers hope to see sections of the road converted from 
single to dual carriageways as part of the work. 

Environmental groups have protested that the du¬ 
alling of the road will spoil the natural beauty of the 
area, and funding constraints have contributed to 
progress stalling. 

But Mr Parish, who recently travelled the length of 
the road with Transport Minister Robert Goodwill 
MP to point out the problems, said he was “very 
keen” to start the work. 

He said: “The money is there and we are expecting 
a statement in the autumn with some actual cash 
and proposals for work to start. The road provides an 
important link for Honiton and it also feeds the south 
of Devon.” 


PARENTS of young children in Ottery St Mary have 
been assured that Devon County Council is “ab¬ 
solutely committed” to children’s centres and will not 
be “selling off” buildings, following a review into its 
provision of services. 

The county authority announced last month that it 
would be reviewing its approach to children’s cen¬ 
tres, with many buildings set to be closed and serv¬ 
ices targeted at families in the most deprived areas. 

Ottery’s centre, which currently provides family 
support services and play sessions for children 
under five, is among those outlined for closure, with 
up to 100 families set to be affected by the changes. 

And at a consultation event held in Ottery this 
week, parents were given the opportunity to ques¬ 
tion county council bosses on the changes. 

Speaking at the event, Councillor James Mclnnes, 
Devon County Council cabinet member with respon¬ 
sibility for children and young people’s services, said: 
“I can assure parents in Ottery that we are absolutely 
committed to children’s centres and any change in 
this part of Devon would be two years away. 

“The council is facing financial difficulties and every 
area is having to be looked at, but we are in a unique 
position because the proposals will allow us to keep 
front line facilities open for children aged 0-5.” 

SIDMOUTH 

Second raid on shop 

RAIDERS made off with thousands of pounds worth 
of valuables, following a burglary at a Sidmouth 
china shop this week - the second time in a month 
the store has been targeted. 

Goviers of Sidmouth was hit by balaclava-clad 
burglars again in the early hours of Wednesday 
morning, when the offenders broke in through a 
boarded up door and stole valuable items of china 
and porcelain. 

The incident follows a previous burglary at the High 
Street shop earlier this month, when raiders swiped 
a quantity of expensive bowls and vases.

For example, the first Sunday bus out of 
Axminster will leave at 9.15am, which is 
almost two hours earlier than under the 
previous timetable. 

First Dorset general manager Simon 
Newport said: “The change does mean the 
X31 timetable will be more reliable so that 
it can always meet trains at Dorchester 
South and Axminster stations. 

“It has also been linked with Service 
X53 so that buses will be provided every 
half an hour from Bridport to Lyme Regis, 
making it the best ever level of service 
along this section of the coast. 

“This meets the increasing demands for 
travel from local customers and tourists 
alike.” 

About severing Weymouth from the 
route, he said: “The change to Service 
X31 has been made in order to maintain 
its viability following the withdrawal of 
financial support from Dorset County 
Council three years ago. 

“We did make great efforts to increase 
the number of people travelling and im¬ 
prove the fares, but unfortunately, the sec¬ 
tion between Weymouth and Dorchester 
has not been used sufficiently to enable us 
to continue running this part of the serv¬ 
ice. 

“Customers can however use Service 10 
between Weymouth and Dorchester, 
which runs every quarter of an hour dur¬ 
ing the day and hourly in the evening, with 
buses every half an hour on Sundays.” 


Councillor fails in bid to 
get deputy mayor post 


AXMINSTER town councillor Paul Hayward failed in a 
bid to oust the council’s longest serving member, Douglas 
Hull, from the deputy mayorship - after nominating him¬ 
self. 

The bid failed, however, after members voted 8-4 in 
favour of Councillor Hull, who is celebrating 50 years in 
local government. 

Axminster Town Council met on Monday May 12th and 
there was no surprise when councillors agreed that Mayor 
Jeremy Walden should carry on for a second year, as is 
tradition. 

There were no other nominations and the decision was 
unanimous. 

Councillor Walden’s first duty during his second term 
was to oversee the appointment of deputy mayor. 

Councillor Sue Spiller proposed that Councillor Dou¬ 
glas Hull should continue for another year, seconded by 
Councillor Brian Watson. 

But Councillor Paul Hayward nominated himself, sec¬ 
onded by Councillor Mervyn Symes. 

There was confusion for a while as nobody could say 
for sure if it was allowed to nominate yourself. 

It was eventually decided that Councillors Hull and 
Hayward should go head-to-head in a ballot and voting 
slips were subsequently issued, with Councillor Hull tri¬ 
umphing 8-4. 

The seeds of controversy were sown during a town 
council debate in June last year during which Councillor 
Symes attempted to reform the mayoral selection process. 

At the time, Councillor Symes, a former mayor, told 
the town council that he had been asked by residents how

the process worked, and had replied: “By pecking order” 
(time served on the council). 

It was then explained that individual councillors could 
nominate a fellow councillor for the posts of mayor or 
deputy mayor - but a councillor could not nominate him¬ 
self/herself. 

Once the nominations were in, there was a vote among 
councillors if there was more than one candidate for the 
respective posts. 

Some councillors felt the system made it difficult for 
newer or younger members to have a chance of claiming 
any of the posts. 

Councillor Hayward, who is serving his first term on 
the council, said at the time: “The process seems a bit 
odd, it seems to be done behind the scenes outside of the 
town council.” 

At that meeting Councillor John Jeffery told councillor 
Hayward: “The system works, why upset it? 

“We will probably say to you in 12 months, you have 
been here long enough, how would you feel being deputy 
mayor?” 

It was subsequently decided to keep the current system 
and minutes from the meeting stated: “The general con¬ 
sensus of opinion was that the process was well-estab¬ 
lished and perfectly transparent.”

Natural England's Himalayan Balsam Project 2014, 
aka Axe Invasives, would like help in June, July and 
August 2014. 

Project spokesperson Louise Woolley said: "The 
project takes people to beautiful areas along the river¬ 
side where wildlife is still abundant for now and en¬ 
ables you to explore places not usually accessible to 
the public. 

"The work is not heavy and requires no tools, just 
gloves and wellies and is a fun way to maintain fit¬ 
ness. 

"This Natural England project has been funded by 


Defra through the Water Framework Directive fund¬ 
ing in order to put a stop to the invasion of Himalayan 
balsam as it affects everybody due the major effects 
that the increase in the plant causes. 

"The area encompasses Devon, Dorset and Somerset 
with Seaton to the south, Honiton to the west, Chard 
to the north and Beaminster to the east. 

"We are also tackling Japanese knotweed and Giant 
hogweed with the help of contractors and would ap¬ 
preciate any information on infestations of these two 
plants in the Axe catchment."

Carpet experts in day long symposium 


THOSE attending Axminster Heritage’s carpet 
symposium were treated to a day of two halves - 
history in the morning and the present day in the 
afternoon. 

Attendees included the Master of the Worshipful 
Company of Woolmen, representatives of other liv¬ 
ery companies and members of The National Trust. 

The symposium was held on Friday, May 9th, 
starting in Thomas Whitty House. 

Dr John Church, Axminster Heritage chairman, 
said: “Susan Lady Stern suggested this some 
months ago. She is now the expert on original 
Axminster carpets and she gave a fascinating paper 
on Thomas Whitty carpets in the time of the great 
architect Robert Adam, pointing out how he worked 
with Whitty so that the design of his plasterwork 
ceilings was replicated in the carpet much like a mir¬ 
ror image. 

“Heather Tetley, senior carpet conservator, fol¬ 
lowed up this with a talk on cleaning and repairing 
these 18 century carpets, which are now consid¬ 
ered to be wonderful works of art. 


“She recently conserved the two Axminster car¬ 
pets from Dumphries House, (made here in 1759 
only a few years after Whitty started his manufac¬ 
tory).” 

The final morning lecture was given by 
spinner,weaver and dyer Jane Dean, of The Wor¬ 
shipful Company of Dyers. 

She talked about vegetable dyes and the source 
for the varied colours, also describing how to ex¬ 
tract the blue from woad, yellow from weld and red 
from madder - and, how even today, some dyers 
use stale urine as a mordant. 

Dr Church added: “After lunch Axminster Carpets 
arranged an illustrated talk by Gary Bridge, who 
compared the old methods of designing on squared 
paper with the use of computer both for the design 
and the selection of colours at the loom when it is 
programmed by a disc. 

“The afternoon ended with a conducted tour 
around the factory, which was led with great enthu¬ 
siasm and knowledge by Josh Dutfield."

A BUMP on the head and involuntary bath couldn’t 
stop an Axminster-based GP and his paddling partner 
from setting a personal record at the Devizes to West¬ 
minster International Canoe Marathon during Easter. 

Team Dr Barry McKenna and Gary Wakley took part 
in the race for the sixth consecutive time and finished 
in 22 hours and two minutes - beating their previous 
best of 22 hours and eight minutes. 

Dr McKenna uses the race as a major fundraiser for 
Axminster-based counselling service ARC, of which he 
is the chairman. 

Fundraising from this year’s raise currently stands 
somewhere between £1,500 and £2,000, and Dr 
McKenna said: “The support has been absolutely bril¬ 
liant, both in terms of fundraising and the support crew 
during the race.” 

He credits relatively warm weather during the race 
and an increased focus on paddling technique during 
preparations for the fast time. 


But things didn’t go too well about seven hours into 
the race.Sporting a bruised forehead, he said: “You 
duck under low bridges but I mistimed one coming up 
and got knocked into the water. Stupid me.” 

A rudder also had to be repaired along the way after 
another mishap. 

The race has been held annually during Easter week¬ 
end since 1948, and has 77 portages (where vessels 
are carried around an obstacle in water or overland be¬ 
tween waterways) along its 125 miles. 

ARC was formed in 2007 by psychotherapist Cather¬ 
ine Davies, and is an independent body but integrated 
with the NHS mental health structure and referrals are 
made through Axminster Medical Practice.

ROBERT Julier, past president of Axminster Art Society, 
gave members a fascinating and informative demonstra¬ 
tion of the development of new approaches to painting 
and the development of “isms”. 

It started with Paul Cezanne who used blocks of colour 
to build up his paintings such as “Mont Sainte-Victoire” 
(1902). 

This founded the school of impressionism. Pablo Pi¬ 
casso, Georges Brugue and many others then further de¬ 
constructed and fragmented the painted image, giving rise 
to cubism. Later subjects were viewed from different an¬ 
gles and each image was integrated into one picture. 

Next came the portrayal of movement such as that seen 
in “Nude Descending a Staircase” by Marcel Duchamp. 

In the pre-war years technology was making its mark 
on lifestyle, giving rise to dynamic paintings such as 
“Speeding Auto” by Giacomo Balta. 

Cubism remained a basis to these paintings but move¬ 
ment had no vertical lines. Swirling movement was por¬ 
trayed by vorticism. Colours and shapes swirled around

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FIRST, word from Geoffrey Walsh, a member of the 
Minster Team, Axminster: 

My earliest memories of church are being in the pew 
alongside Mum and Dad playing with my Dinky car up 
and down the book shelf.

behavioural therapy (CBT) are common treatments for 
stress and anxiety disorders and can be very effective in 
changing thinking and responses.
